APPEAL FAILS. 


The Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Sullivan and 
Mr. Justice. Johnston, sitting as a Court of 
Criminal Appeal in Dublin Castle yesterday, 
refused the application of Dominick Byrne for 
leave té appeal against his conviction and 
sentence of three years’ penal servitude On a 
charge of breaking and entering Dowdings- 
town House, Naas, and stealing a billiard 
table. 

It appeared that the prisoner was arrested 
at Newbridge, acd tried at Naas on the 27th 
July, . Dowdingstewn House, which was the 
property of Mr. Patrick Brophy, farmer, 
Jigginstown, wag unoccupied at the time that 
it was broken into. 

The prisoner made the application per- 
sonally, having arrived in custody from 
Mountjoy Prison. The grounds of the applica- 
tion were wrongful admission of a statement ; 
wrongful admission of evidence ; non-direction 
by the judge, and misdirection by the judge. 

The Chief Justice, without calling on Mr. 
Lavery, who (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) appeared for the Attorney-General. 
announced that the application failed on all 
grounds,

Chairman of the Free State Senate, 
has sent the letter published below to the 
Most Rev. Dr. Harty, Archbishop of 
Cashel, who is President of the Catholic 
Truth Society. sa 

He states that his position and that 
of many of the Senators who voted for 
his motion on divorce has been misrepre- 
sented in many letters in the Press. He 
details the course of events which resulted 
in his motion being brought -before the 
Senate. mal 

The following is the text of the letter, in 
which we have inserted crossheads : — 

“UNFAIR AND UNTRUE.” 

“My Lorf AncupreKor,—My attention 
has been drawn to certain notes for the Senate 
elections which were published in several 
newspapers in Ireland and which purported 
to have been officially issued by the Catholic 
Truth Society. These notes give a list of 
candidates who are described as having been 
‘born into the faith and practising )t to a 
greater or less extent.’ urticle also 
states: ‘In the Senate leadership is the mono- 
poly of such clever appeasing non-Catholics 
as Mr. James Douglas, whose name must 
always be. prominently associated with the 
artful attempt to introduce divorce to the 
Saorstat. ‘ The Catholic personne? of the 
Senate will have to be very considerably 
strengthened before Catholics will be able 
confidently to entrust matters vf vital congern 
to its handling.” ‘The Douglas motion debate 
on June 11th last gave conclusive evidence of 
this fact.’ 

‘*T have always regarded the Catholic Truth 
Society as an orgapisation for the purpose of 
setting forth Christian truth from. the stand- 
point of the Catholic Church. and T have read 
the addresses delivered at its annúa! confer- 
ence with great interest and profit. You will, 
therefore, pardon my expressing astonishment 
and regret that the Society should issue state- 
menis to the Press introducing sectarianism 
inte the Seanad elections and centaining 
allegations which are both unfair and untrue. 

“Tt is certainly not the truth to say that 
I was prominently associated with an attempt 
to introduce diverce into the Saorstat, and 
the suggestion in the notes that my motion 
crowed: facilities for divoree legislation is 
also inaccurate. All kinds of mis-statements 
with reference to my Action have appeared in 
the Press, and | recognise that men holding 
public positions must submit to this kind of 
misrepresentation from irresponsible persons, 
but we are entitled to expect a strict regard 
to truth from respected bodies like the 
Catholic Truth Society, 

THE FACTS. 

“The facts, which van easily 
are as follow :— 

“ After the passing of the Constitution and 
the establishment of both Dail and Seanad, 
& Joint Committee Was appointed to draw up 
Standing Orders for dealing with private bills. 
Standing ,Orders proposed by the Committee 
were eventually passed by both Houses, and 
these Standin ers omitted to specially 
provide for bills dealing with divorce or other 
matrimonial matters, with the result that 
divorcee bills, like all other private bills, 
became entitled to be automatically given a 
first stage in the Seanad after they had been 
passed by the Examiner. This, in effect, pro- 
vided greater facilities for the introduction of 
divorce bills than existed before the Treaty. 

“As Vice-Chairman of the Seanad it is my 
duty to move on behalf of the promoters each 
stage of private hills, and I do so without 
expressing any opinion for or against such 

ills. - I am also Chairman of the Joint Cotm- 

mittee on Standing Orders relating to private 
business, and am, therefore, responsible for 
the | conduct of the Private Bill Office. 
_ When three bills for.divorce were lodged 
in the private bill office, recognising the. feel- 
ing in the country and in the Oireachtas, t 
took it upon myself to advise the Examiner 
of Private Bils not to carry out the formal 
examination as, if he had done so, the bills 
would have been automatically introduce | 
into the Seanad. I then summoned a special 
meeting of the Joint Standing Orders Com | 
mittee, inviting, in addition to the = rdinary 
}members of the Committee, the President, 
the Cathaiorleach of the Seanad, the Ceann 
Comhairle of An Dail, and the Attorne.

This 
is not wholly, or even mainly, an issue 
fea the profession, Doctors who are now 
on the British Register cannot be deprived 
of that privilege, and the doctors of the 
future can escape the peril by flight. The 
poor of the Free State's cities, towns and 
villages cannot escape. If, and when, the 
status of the medical schools is lowered, 
the city hospitals will cease to be what 
they are now—world-famed homes of skill 
and mercy. The standards ol medical 
efficiency will be reduced all round, from 
the city square to the rural dispensary, 
and always the worst hardships of this 
dceay of science will fall upon the poor. 
The question of a forty-eight hour week 
for trade unionists is not a more national 
or more democratic question than that of 
the threatened loss of the British Medical 


Register. 


certainly it is a misfortune, that negotia- 
ticns which have such a vital interest for 
the -ountry should be removed altogether 
from its ken. Public opinion is entitled 
to a voice ia the shaping of any settle-

prestige or “‘ constitutional dignity.” It 
could undertake now to retain the British 
Register permanently if, as a result of its 
present exploration of avenues, it should 
discover. that no possible alternative 
offered equal advantages to the medical 
profession and to the country. That 
assurance has not been given; and, there- 
fore, so long as the Government's decision 
to establish a separate Register remains 
“definite and final,” the interests of the 
profession and of the people will be in the 
gravest danger, Happily, public opinion 
even now is not wholly powerless. On 
Thursday elections for the Senate will be 
held throughout the twenty-six counties. 
Some forty of the seventy-six candidates 
are pledged to support either the present 
system of medical registration or one in no 
way inferior to it. It will be the electors’ 
duty to select the nineteen new Senators 
from those forty defenders of the doctors’ 
claims. In the first place, such a result 
would compel the Government to reconsider 
its position, and, perhaps, might extract 
from it that one assurance which con- 
tinues to be withheld. In the next place, 
the election of nineteen pledged persons 
will go far to guarantee that three-fifths 
majority of the Senate which, in the last 
resort, can submit the whole medical issue 
to a referendum of the people. The 
country will neglect this precious oppor- 
tunity at its own peril,

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Co-operative Genealogy. 


Only now are the people of ireland 
beginning to realise how great a loss befell! 
them in the destruction. of the records 
preserved at the Dublin Custom House 
and the Four Courts. There is not a 
family of a hundred years’ standing 
in the land but some portion of its 
history was preserved in the documents 
which were so wantonly obliterated. 
Masses of family history were destroyed 
with the archives of the Custom House, 
but the body of records which perished in 
the Four Courts was the most valuable 
historical matter that we possessed. The 
volumes of census reports included par- 
ticulars of unparalleled intimacy respecting 
the numbers, habits, names and employ- 
ments of every household in the country 
as it was a hundred years ago. Through- 
out Ireland to-day individual students 
piously and laboriously are striving to 
recover from other sources family records 
that have been destroyed. Officers at our 
libraries and registries can testify to the 
large number of inquiries which have been. 
made. in recent months. Individual 
research, however, is so costly and toilsome 
that it cannot yield results commensurate 
with the effort expended. The leisure of a 
year may be devoted to the scrutiny of 
parish registers and newspaper files and 
to exhaustive correspondence, and may 
yield but a few lines of ascertained fact, 
while a vital clue may pass unnoticed 
through failure to examine the records of 
a neighbouring parish. Skill and com- 


Dublin, as their headquartérs, have 
organised a system of co-operative research. 
Persons interested in the history of a given 
family send its name to the searchers. 
Newspaper files of the eighteenth century 
preserved in the chief Dublin libraries are 
examined, and every reference to every 
name is copied. A single search thus 
serves the turn of, perhaps, a dozen or 
a score of inquiries and economises time 
and energy. Beside newspaper files, how- 
ever, there are large bodies of surviving 
records which it is proposed to search in 
the same co-operative fashion. In Trinity 
College there are MS. volumes of pedigrees 
three hundred years old; in the Royal 
Irish Academy there are manuscripts of 
Land ‘Survey Inquisitions of equal age. 
The indexes and “ old books' preserved 
at King’s Inns, and bodies of correspond- 
ence which have yet to be analysed and 
indexed when sufficient aid is forthcoming, 
are other sources from which the history 
of many a family may be reconstructed. 
It is time that some central body of 
scholars should compile a list of the 
records lost by the destruction of public 
and private archives: It should be possible 
to obtain fresh copies of many documents 
from persons who took copies of records 
before their loss.

The Radio Ex 
The opening of the Radio Exhibition 
at the Albert Hall marks another. mile- 
stone in the rapid progress of wireless tele- 
graphy in these islands. Only thirty years 
have passed since Signor Marconi made 
the simple apparatus with which he was 
able to transmit messages over the 
distance of a mile. At the Exhibition 
more than one hundred radio manu- 
facturing firms age représented’ by dis- 
plays of various types, crystal and valve, 
and it is estimated that no fewer than 
35,000 workers are constantly engaged in | 
the production of: wireless sets in Great 
Britain alone. With the development of 
the industry has come a welcome cheapen- 
ing of the price of wireless receiving 
sets. The Free State Minister for’ Posts 
and Telegraphs has given a. definite 
promise that two “ broadcasting '’ stations 
will be in full operation in the Saorstat 
before the end of the present year. Then 
enthusiasts, without the means to purchase 
expensive valve sets, will be able to 
“ listen-in’’ on cheap crystal sets. to pro- 
grammes ‘‘ broadcasted’’ in their own 
country and relayed from British stations. 
Thousands of the Saorstat's citizens must 
be considering the particular type of 
wireless set which they ought to pur- 
chase, The Radio Lxhibition offers 
numerous solutions of the problem. Among 
the exhibits are useful crystal sets costing 
anything from ten shillings to a few 
pounds ; and those who desire novelty may 
purchase a crystal set made like a book, 
which may be carried anywhere and is 
brought instantly into use by the throw- 
ing of a wire across a tree to form an 
aerial. Hitherto the Saorstat’s contribu- 
tion to the sum of “ wireless”’ knowledge 
has been negligible, but with the inaugura- 
tion of “ broadcasting '’ stations, students 
will have greater opportunities for 
practice and research.

WORK OF RECONSTRUCTION 
IN DUBLIN. 

Work on the reconstruction of the three 
principal public buildings in Dublin, de- 
stroyed since 1916, is progressing steadily. 
A specia) effort is being made in connection 
with the rebuilding of the river front block 
of the Customs House. Its completion is 
looked forward to to relieve the space con- 
gestion in Government offices im the city. 
The rebuilding of other sections will be put 
in hand as soon as possible. 

In a short time the restored dome of the 
Four Courts will be sheeted with copper. 
Within the past six months or so a great 
deal of work has been carried out among the 
ruins of the building, preparatory to its 
reconstruction. The stone dressings of the 
windows in the courtvards have all been re- 
placed, and the walls that were not too badly 
damaged have been secured.

“Know the candidates for whom you 
are going to vote before the day of the 
poll and vote early.” 

This is Mr. Wilfred Brown's advice to 
Senate electors. In conversation with our 
representative yesterday Mr. Brown, who 
is Chief Returning Officer, said that there 
were certain things which many voters 


seemed always to forget. 

In the present election no persons are en- 
titled to vote unless the letter “S' appears 
in column 2 of the ister against their 
names. ‘‘ Having satis himself that he 
is entitled to vote, “said Mr. Brown, ' the 
person, on coming te the polling booth and 
receiving his paper; must remember to put 


side opposite the name of the candidate he 
likes . He can then place the figure 
2 opposite the name of the candidate he 
likes second best, and so on, if he wishes, 
through the lete list of 76. 

THE FIRST PREFERENCE VOTE. 

** Ballot papers are generally spoiled be- 
cause electors give a first preference to more 
than one candidate or fail to give a first pre- 
ference at all. Unless, therefore, the elector 
makes up his mind to give his first preference 
for one candidate only, his vote will be 


useless. 
THE ILLITERATE VOTERS. 

A special word of advice is addressed to 
illiterate voters.

Now that the Free State is about to 

embark on the manufacture of beet- 
sugar, the report of the first annual meet- 
ing of the Anglo-Scottish Beet Sagar Cor- 
poration, which shows the success of the 
experiment in England, will be read with 
interest in this country. .The results have 
been so satisfactory that a new company 
is being formed; new factories are to be 
erected, and much additional work for 
agricultural labour is promised. - 

Farmers in the Eastern ‘cotirities of 
England are now beginning to harvest the 
beet crop; which for the first time has 
been grown extensively in the country. 
About 60,000. acres will yield -70,000 tons 
of pure sugar, which in a few months will 
be on the breakfast tables. 

It is the subsidy which has tripled the 
number of English sugar-beet factories m 
the past yer, and has made a great 
number of farmers introduce sugar-beet 
in the rotation of crops. 

The atiount of sugar grown in England 
hitherto has been negligible, Now farmers 
are sanguine that it will prove a profitable 
crop. They hope to make about £15 profit 
per acre of beets. 

Thousands of hands will be required to 
harvest the beets, and thousands more 
will be employed in extracting and re- 
fining the sugar in the factories.

LESS MONEY FOR THE 
FOREIGNER. 


_ At the first annual meeting of the Anglo- 
Scottish Beet. Sugar Corporation, Lord Weir 
indicated the possibility that sugar beet culti- 
vation would bring about new prosperity in 
British agriculture. He also outlined the 
urgent necessity for a constructive policy 
aimed at reducing the nation’s food bill pay- 
able to foreigners, and thus allocate new pur- 
chasing power domestically, as wages in the 
new industry, which would be substitutional 
to those export industries whose employment 
capacity is tending to wane.

tinental beet, and at to-day's high prices 
make it a-very profitable crop. The one and 
only difficulty has been to secure a rapid 
enough expansion in the acreage growing, 
especially in new areas. The Anglo-Scottish 
Beet Sugar Corporation are eonvinced that 


the most useful reaction on national agricul-\ 


tural p ity can only be achieved by a 
widespread distribution of factories, rather 

a concentration in any one area (East 
Ansiic}, as has tended to be the position till 
now. Opportunity must be given to all pro- 
gressive arable farmers to grow the new root 
crop. 

Lord Weir and his colleagues are also con- 
vinced that it is useless to defer building fac- 
tories until absolute guarantees of acreage 
are given by growers, and that someone must 
take the responsibility of erecting factories.

A SECOND COMPANY. 

Conscious of these considerations, and with 
the definite encouragement. of the Board of 
Agrioulture and the assistance of the Trade 
Facilities Act Committee, the Anglo-Séottish 
Beet Sugar Corporation feel justified in initiat- 
ing a further development programme, and 
are now pleased to announte that the 
have constituted a second An lo-Scottish 
Beet Sugar Corporation, whieh will 
now put in hand the erection of three 
new facturies to be ready for tho campaign 
commencing in October, 1926. In recognition 
of the enterprise and support of Yorkshire 
growers in providing ac for Colwick 
during this year a large factory will be 
erected near York. On the outer fringe of 
the East Angliar area a further factory will 
be built in Essex, at Felstead.,

BRITISH CHAMPIONSHIP 
TO BE PLAYED HERE?

Heretofore England and Scotland have had 
a monopoly of the International matches 
proper, but it is more than probable that 
next, year will bring with it the inauguration 
of an International Tournament between 
teams chosen by the Unions of England, Scot- 
land, Wales, and Ireland. 

-At the meeting of theCouncil of the Golfing 
Union of Ireland, held at Portrush last week, 
a communication from the British Unions’ 


Joint Advisory Committee was read in re- | 


ference to several matters of outstanding 
interest to the Unions, including Interna- 
tional matches between the four Unions. 

The Council heartily approved of the 
principle of such matches and the matter 
will come before the Joint Committee at the 
January meeting. 

SCRATCH SCORES. 

Apart from the scheme for Scratch Scores 
and Handicapping, the institution of an 
International Championship between the four 
countries marks a most important advance 
in the relations existing between the Unions. 
In fact, by some it will be regarded as 
revolutionary, seeing that up to the present 
the Royal and Ancient Committee of St. 
Andrews have controlled the Internationals, 
from which Ireland and Wales were ex- 
cluded, and -that now the inclusion of the 
latter countries is to receive the support of 
the Joint Advisory Committee. 

Since its inception, the Joint Committee 
have given, on more than one occasion, 
positive proof of their determination to break 
down those barriers which stand in the way 
of a closer and more harmonious relationship 
between the golfers of the four countries and 
the advancement and development of the 
game of golf all over the British Isles. The 
International matches will certainly cement 


that relationship, and will have a stimulating’ 


effect. on golf in this country.

The engine and first carriage were 
derailed. No one appears to have been 
seriously injured, but some of the 
passengers were badly shaken. 

It is suggested in some quarters that 
trouble. which has arisen in connection 
with the execution of decrees for rates on 
islands on the west coast of Donegal may 
have been responsible for the outrage.

A CURVE ON THE LINE. 


The train left Londonderry at 11.15 o'clock 
yesterday morning on the Londonderry and 
Lough Swilly line, and was rounding a curve 
beyond Crolly, in the County Donegal, when 
it ran into a pile of boulders which had been 
pom on the track. This occurred at about 

o'clock in the afternoon. - The engine and 
first coach were derailed 

A break-down gang was hurried to the spot 
and cleared the line in about fifty minutes. 

Civic Guards from Letterkenny also went té 
the scene and are making investigations in 
conjunction with the local police. 

EARLIER TRAIN ESCAPES. 

The boulders must have been placed on the 
line some time between four and five o clock 
in the afternoon, since a train from Burton- 
port to Londonderry passed the spot shortly 
before four o'clock, At that time there were 
no boulders either on or near the track. 

Inquiries which were made in the district 
show that bailiffs have been engaged for some 
time past in executing decrees for rates among 
the islanders on the West Coast of Donegal, 
where no rates have been paid for several 
vears. The issue of decrees came as a great 
surprise to some people in this area, 
and it is stated that a number of minor dis 
turbances have taken place recently 

It was by thia train that the bailiffs would 
travel to. the west coast. 

Similar attempts have been made to wreck 
trains on this line in recent years. After the 
last attempt, which was partially successful, 
the railway company threatened to close down 
the line. The people in the country which is 
served by the railway then gave a guaranice 
that no further outrages of this kind would te 
permitted. 

The action which the company may take 
now, in view of the latest. outrage, is not 
known.

ments may be presented for registration M 
one party only, cither in the name of a 
the parties at the same time or of that party 
alone, as long as it is established that the 
text is indisputably the one agreed upon by 
the parties.’ 

So much for the “necessity " of Britain’s 
consent to the registration. t us now turn 
to the definition of am international treaty 
which is contained in paragraph 3 of the 
Memorandum :—‘‘ The material which re- 
quires registration comprises not only every 
formal treaty of whatsoever character and 
every international convention, but also auy 
other engagement or act by which nations or 
their Governments intend to establish legal 
relations between themselves and another 
State, nation, or Government.” 

Surely not even the most a aes 
Englishman will deny that the Anglo-irish 
instrument falls within this exceedingly wide 
definition. If there should be anyooay whe 
still remains unconvinced, let him turn. to 
the v@port of the Committee of Jurists 
nominated by the Council in 1921 to consider 
Article 18. This report, which has a peculiar 
interest in the present case, inasmuch as one

i A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


“THE LAST LAUGH.”’ 


A stalwart hotel porter, resplendent in his 
braided uniform, cap and gloves, discovers 
suddenly that he is old—on his proud figure 
Time has placed his inevitable burden. 
Bent and broken, he ass relegated to an in. 
ferior job, as toilet room attendant, and, 
truth to tell, is physically unfit even for 
that. A very ES sg and every-day kind 
of thing this to working men; pathetic if 
you will, but hardly sufhcient to warrant a 
special story. 

This old man, however, was not an 
ordinary type. To him the gold-braided hotel 
coat became as a field-marshal’s uniform ; 
it added a certain dignity and respectability 
even to the tenement quarters in which he 
lived. The loss of the right to wear his 
uniform was a bitter sorrow, increased by 
the discovery by one of his neighbours of 
the changed position that he held. This old 
man’s pride was sorely wounded by the 
laughs and scoffs of former admirers and 
friends. It was bad enough to have to wear 
a white uniform in his new job, but to 
have to steal to his home, night after night, 
in old shoddy clothes was more than he could 
bear. Gradually we see him breaking down, 
when there is an extraordinary turn of 
Fate’s wheel, and he is translated to a 
position which he had never dreamed that he 
might oceupy Such is the material on 
which Emil Jannings, the Continental actor, 
has to work in the film, “‘ The Last Laugh,”’ 
which is being shown at the Metropole 
Cinema, Dublin, this week. It is somewhat 
difficult to give an adequate impression of 
the extraordinary study in character inter- 
pretation which the actor has put into his 
part. There is nothing showy or melo- 
dramatic in any ‘of his movements; but 
naturally and easily he gets his effects until 
he has won the sympathy of his audience 
for the broken old man. 

Apart from the acting of Emil Jannings, 
if one can take away a personality that so 
dominates the film, the atmosphere of the 
settings is very true to life, and it drives 
home forcibly how willing folk are to laugh 
at the misfortune of others. ‘The photo- 
graphy is exéellent, especially. some mdoor 
work, taken through glass doors. If we may 
venture an opinion, however, the atmosphere 
of the story is rather spoiled by the manner 
in which the author has straddled the 
“happy ending ' problem It tends to 
burlesque what to that point was a very 
human and a very touching life-study.

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HURLED THROUGH 
WIND SCREEN. 
MEATH MOTOR CYCLIST 
KILLED. 


A verdict of accidental death was returned 
yesterday at an inquest atthe Dublin Morzue. 
touching the death on Saturday last of Arthur 
Murdock (22), a garage proprietor, of Ba! 
trasna, Oldcastle, County Meath. who 
ceived severe head injuries on the preceding 
lhursday while motor cycling near Oldcastle. 

t appears that he was travelling ver 
rapidly and ran into a motor car, driven bv 
Mr. -William O'Neill. a farmer, who live: 
at Bramington, County Westmeath. He was 
taken to a private hospital in Dublin. where 
he died from shock as a result of his injuries. 
dames Lynch, Diemor, Oldcastle. stated 
that he saw Mr. O'Neill’s car going very 
sluwly near a bend in the road, and a motor 
cyclo approaching from the o posite direction, 
The motorist, to avoid a collision. pulled up, 
but the cycle dashed straight« into his car. 
The rider was hurled through the wind 
screen. The motor car was on its wrong side 
alter the accident, having swerved to the 
middle of the. road to avoid the collision. 

SWERVED IMMEDIATELY. 

Mir. O Neill, having been cautioned, said 
that he did not see the motor cyclist until 
he was five. yards or so in front of him. He 
swerved the car immediately to the middle 
of the road, believing that that wes the only 
possible means of avoiding an accident. His 
car was travelling very slowly at the time. 
Mr. W. O. Armstrong, solicitor for Mr. 
O'Neill, said that it was evident that the 
boy was unable to céntrol his machine after 
having negotiated the bend, and conseq uent!y 
dashed into Mr. O'Neill’s car at full speed 
Nobody regretted the tragedy more than Mr 
O'Neill, and he submitted to the jury that 
no blame could be attached to him for what 
had happened. 

The jury found that the deceased man died 
from shock, as the result of the injuries lie 
had received. They exonerated Mr. O'Neill 
from all blame, and expressed sympathy with 
the relatives of the deceased. - :

MALLOW PRIZE-WINNER 
FINED £15. 


(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

William O'Callaghan, farmer, of Aldsworth, 
Lombardstown, Mallow, was summoned by the 
Dublin Borough Commissionérs for having 
supplied the Dublin Union, on the 6th July 
last, with milk which contained boran com 
pound, and again, on the 7th July, with mi Ir 
which was deficient by 16.7 of its fats. 
The milk was gent by railway, and Inspector 
Tutty gave evidence of taking the samples at 
Kingsbridge Railway Station. Mr. Fagan, 
public analyst, gave evidence of analysis. 
The defendant stated that he was president 
of the Cow- Testing Association, and had taken 
important prizes for the high fat yield of his 
milk and for his cattle. He had been sending 
milk to Dublin for twenty years, and during 
all that: time there never had been a complaint 
about the quality of his milk. So far as he 
knew, the milk went to the city as it left the 
cows. He exercised supervision over the farm 
as far as it was humanly possible to do 5 
iad never put preserv atives in the milk. He 
knew nothing about boran compound bein 
introduced 

Mr. Collins fined the defendant £10 on the 
first summons and £5 on the second.
